F or more than 50 years this 
was the only m eans of com m unica­ 
tion betw een the two towns and 
during all th a t tim e it w as owned 
and op erated by Charles Stillm an 
or his estate.

Most of th is 
sam e land is now under irrig ation 
and has a ready sale value of $500 
to $1000 an acre.

It 
is 130 feet in diam eter and 25 feet 
high, tHe walls b eing 33 Inches thick 
at the b ase and tapering to 9 inches 
at the top, More than 4500 sacks of 
cement will b e used, w ith 300 yards 
of sand and 600 yards of grav el 
Pouring of concrete will contin­ 
ue night and day until tho work 
is completed (to av oid w hat 
termed construction joints. 
No. 2 reserv oir, 1,000,000 gallons 
capacity, has just b een completed 
at a cost of $13,000, and has b een 
tested for water storage. 
It is 9 0 
feet in diameter and 21 feet high, 
the walls tapering from 19 inches 
thick at the b ase to 8 inches a t the 
top. 
Both tanks are of reinforced 
concrete, so constructed that the 
steel takes all the stress, tho con­ 
crete used only to hold the water. 
This is all part of w hat is known 
as the b alanced reserv oir system of 
water storage, the newest ongineer- 
ing type for a city b uilt on hill land 
as is Laguna.

Farm and City Interlinked 


Th e m istaken idea h as p ersisted 
th a t th e grow th of cities and towns, 
in some m ysteriou s way, is de tri­ 
m ental to th e w elfare of th e farm s 
and ru ral com m u nities. 
B u t th at 
both city and cou ntry are vitally 
related In th eir p rogress and th a t 
both m ay advance or fail to a d­ 
vance u nder sim ilar conditions is 
evident to any individu al w h o looks 
into th e q u estion. Proxim ity of a 
p rosp erou s farm region is an aid 
to th e develop m ent of p rosp erou s 
cities and tow ns. It is th e existence 
of su ch farm regions, in fact, th at 
exp lains in large p a rt th e p op u la­ 
tion centers of th e m iddle W est. 
Th ese centers, in tu rn, fu rnish th e 
farm er w ith a ready m arket for 
m any of h is p rodu cts and th ereby 
contribu te to h is w ell-being. 
How th e nearby m arket aids th e 
farm er w as sh ow n by S ecretary 
Jardine in a recent address a t B u r­ 
lington, V t V erm ont and oth er New 
E ngland states, th e secretary of a g ­ 
ricu ltu re recalled, w ere not recog­ 
nized generally as p rom ising farm 
territory. Yet th ese states, h e said, 
h ave 
one 
ou tstanding 
advantage 
over oth ers th a t p ossess m any su ­ 
p erior conditions for farm ing. Th e 
advantage is in ready m arkets in 
th e nu m erou s cities and tow ns of 
th e region. It w as sh own for exam ­ 
p le, th a t w h ile eggs w ere bringing 
only IS cents a dozen in certain 
ru ral states of th e Sou th , th e p rice 
w as more th an dou ble, or 40 cents, 
in indu strial New E ngland. 
J nd 
m any New E ngland farm ers, desp ite 
th e h andicap s of p oor soil and u n­ 
favorable clim ate for variou s crop s, 
h ad fou nd p rofit in ap p le growing, 
dairying, p ou ltry raising, gardening 
and oth er u ndertakings, p rincip ally 
becau se 
th e 
p op u lation 
centers 
nearby h ad a need for th e p rodu cts. 
And, S ecretary Jardine said, th e 
op p ortu nity for still fu rth er farm 
enterp rise of th e sam e natu re ex­ 
isted. F or th e dem ands of Its niaik- 
ets h ad not been m et by p rodu ction 
of th e region.

T h e big lesson of th is situ ation is 
th a t farm and city, in every p art 
of th e cou ntry, sh ou ld work tog eth ­ 
er for m u tu al gain. F or w h at h elp s 
one h elp s th e oth er. Th e farm er as 
well as th e city bu siness m an ou i-h t 
to be for good roads; both sh ou ld 
be for w aterw ay develop m ent; for 
good sch ools, in tow n and in th e 
ru ral districts. In th is section th ere 
is today a great field for develop ­ 
m ent in th ese and in oth er resp ects. 
In M issou ri, for exam p le, th ere is 
need of a w orkm en’s com p ensation 
law. O p eration of th is wou ld not a f­ 
fect 
h im 
indirectly. 
Becau se 
it 
wou ld h elp to bring to th e state 
new indu stries, m ore w orkers and 
more bu yers of th e farm er’s p ro­ 
du cts, and wou ld h elp to low er th e 
cost of th e m anu factu red goods th e 
farm er p u rch ases. A closer u nion 
betw een city and cou ntry and n 
comm on w orking p rogram for th e 
tw o wou ld m ean a leveling u p of 
advantages and of p rosp erity.
